The Board of Directors of the New York OpurHaLmic 
Hosptrat respectfully present their report for the year end- 
ing the 30th of September, 1873. 

It gives us sincere satisfaction to announce to our patrons 
and friends that the additional building, briefly referred to 
in the opening pages of our last report, has been erected, and 
the extended accommodation so much néeded, thus secured. 

The continued usefulness and present flourishing condi- 
tion of the Hospital merit our renewed expressions of pro- 
found thankfulness to the Giver of a!l Good for the blessings 
so abundantly bestowed upon it. 

We desire also here to commemorate and perpetuate our 
appreciation of the munificent endowment of One Hundred 
Thousand Dollars, made by Mrs. Emma A. Keep, and of 
that estimable lady’s further generous aid to the Hospital 
Wards in the way of Bedding, Blankets, Linen, &c. 

The number of patients treated at the Hospital is con- 


stantly on the increase, the returns of the past year showing 
an excess of more than 400 cases over those of 1872.

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Our thanks are due to the medical and surgical staff of the 
Hospital for their attention and the interest manifested by 
them in its general welfare. 

This Institution is purely non-sectarian, and makes no dis- 
tinctions in regard to race or color; rendering all services 
and attention gratuitously, it look« confidently to the public 
for aid, and to the benevolent as a most deserving charity on 
which to bestow their offerings. 

Such offerings would be particularly acceptable at this 
time, as our funds have been exhausted in the enlargement 
of our Building, and assistance is needed to develop to its 
fullest extent our present capacity for usefulness. 


We call particular attention to a feature in the general 
plan of our work, by which it is provided that any person 
donating $1,000 to the Hospital has the privilege of naming 
any bed in the Hospital not already endowed. The donor 
of the sum of $3,000 may become the owner of one bed in 
the Hospital, and have exclusive control of its occupancy.

TO THE 


BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


OF THE 


NEW YORK OPHTHALMIC HOSPITAL. 


In presenting the tabulated records of the year’s labors, 
the Surgeons desire to express their appreciation of the cor- 
dial co-operation of the Directors in carrying out the benev- 
olent and educational intents of our institution. Beds have 
rarely been wanting for those in urgent need of them; and, 
though persons requiring operations or a course of treatment 
have at times been obliged to wait until a vacant bed could 
be obtained, yet very urgent and dangerous cases have al- 
ways been accommodated in some way. Many poor seam- 
stresses, day laborers, persons depending on their sight for 
their daily bread, or even having whole families dependent 
on them, have blessed this great charity over and over again. 
A poor girl has just left us, who, while supporting her mother 
and herself by her needle, was attacked with a most serious 
and dangerous affection of the internal parts of the eye. 
She would have been speedily blind had we not taken her 
in and carefully treated and watched her case for weeks— 
indeed, we only felt safe in allowing her to depart at the end 
of four months. This has been done free of all charge, and 
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is only a sample of the good you are the means of accom- 
plishing. It is, however, very rarely the case that patients 
remain longer than two or three weeks in the Hospital, 
whether charity patients or not. The most brilliant results 
are those in which sight is speedily restored by surgical ope- 
rations. In such cases we are confident that our results com- 
pare most favorably with those of any like institution; in 
addition, we win our most satisfactory laurels by restoring 
sight to those cases suffering from diseases usually consid- 
ered quite beyond hope. Our belief in the homeopathic 
application of drugs for all diseases of the eye and ear is un- 
bounded, and most firmly fixed, as the result of our past ex- 
perience in this Hospital. Our patients have largely increased 
in numbers (almost 50 per cent.) without any advertisement, 
even without any sign on the building, solely by one bringing 
or sending another. Our chance patients are very few; these 
we think should be increased. Our accommodations for op- 
erations are now of the best character, since the new addition 
gives us a number of small quiet wards, isolated from any 
forms of disease, and affording unsurpassed facilities for com- 
fort and success. Indeed, the capacity of the Hospital for 
good is only limited by the number of beds, and the amount 
needed to support them. The State is short-sighted, indeed, 
in its policy when it will not assist us in preventing loss of sight 
in the largest number of the poor that the Hospital can ac- 
dommodate. It would cost no more to have the poor treated 
by specialists than to support them at the general hospitals, 
and the results would certainly be vastly better. Our pri- 


vate wards (few in number) are almost constantly full and 


engaged in advance. 

Your Surgeons appreciate the great aid afforded in the 
Jibrary you have started, by the purchase of all new works 
on diseases of the eye and ear, and by the files of all journals

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on this subject, as well as the apparatus and illustrations 
provided for the instruction of students. This policy will 
commend itself to the general medical profession, as well as 
to the laity, as an advanced and enlightened one, that not 
only shall your Surgeons have every light and facility for 
relieving suffering, but that this Hospital shall be a centre 
of education from which light shall pervade the land. 

The large number of ear cases that are complicated with 
affections of the throat, have necessitated the services of a 
laryngoscopist as a special adjuvant to the Chair of Aural 
Diseases. Dr. Terry ably fills this position, and through 
your liberality, the department of throat diseases has been 
fully supplied with apparatus for investigation and treatment. 

We are fortunate in still retaining the services uf our 
Resident Surgeon, Dr. Norton, who is thoroughly devoted 
to the interests of the Hospital; nor have we any word but 


that of highest commendation for our Matron, Mrs. Harris, 
who wins the affections of all the patients, rich or poor, by 
her uniform kindness and attention.

ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


This is to certify that we, the undersigned, citizens of the 
United States, and of the State of New York, residing in the 
city of New York, in accordance with the requirements of an 
Act of the Legislature of the State of New York, entitled 
“An Act for the Incorporation of Benevolent, Charitable, 
Scientific and Missionary Societies,” passed April 12, 1848, 
have associated ourselves together for the purpose of estab- 
lishing an Ophthalmic Hospital, to be located in the eastern 
section of the city of New York, and to be known by the 
name or title of the New York Opurnacmic Hosprrat, for 
the purpose of extending charitable aid and assistance gra- 
tuitously to all needy persons afflicted with diseases of the 
Eye, who may make application for relief; and also for the 
purpose of affording facilities for the instruction of medical 
students in the treatment of all diseases of the Eye; and 
that the said Hospital is to be governed by a Board of Trus- 
tees or Managers, to be entitled a “ Board of Directors,” to 
be composed of seventeen persons, to be elected and chosen 
from the Life Governors and Members of this Association, 
and the Surgeons appointed by said Board of Directors, who 
are ex-officio Members of the said Board of Directors—making 
the number of Directors in all nineteen persons; and the 
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following are the names of tne said Board of Directors for 
the first year of the existence of this Association, viz. :

AN ACT 


TO AMEND THE 


CERTIFICATE OF INCORPORATION 


OF THE 


NEW YORK OPHTHALMIC HOSPITAL, 


PASSED BY THE N. Y. STATE LEGISLATURE OF 1869. 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and 


Assembly, do enact as follows : 


Section 1. The Certificate of Incorporation of the New 
York Ophthalmic Hospital, filed 22d April, 1852, in the office 
of the Clerk of the County of New York, is hereby amended 
down to and including the word “ persons,” next preceding 
the enumeration of Directors for the first year, sc as to read 
as follows, viz.: This is to certify, that we, the undersigned 
citizens of the United States, residing in the city of New 
York, in accordance with the requirements of an Act of the 
Legislature of the State of New York, entitled “An Act for 
the Incorporation of Benevolent, Charitable, Scientific, and 
Missionary Societies,” passed April 12, 1848, have associa- 
ted ourselves together for the purpose of establishing an 
Ophthalmic Hospital, to be located in the city of New York, 
and to be known by the name or title of the New York 
Ophthalmic Hospital, for the purpose of extending charitable 
aid and assistance gratuitously to all needy persons afflicted 
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with diseases of the Eye and Ear, who may make applica- 
ion for relief ; and also for the purpose of affording facilities 
for the instruction of medical students in the treatment of 
all diseases of the Eye and Ear, and that the said Hospital 
is to be governed by a Board of Trustees or Managers, to 
be entitled a “ Board of Directors,’ to be composed of seven- 
teen persons, to be elected and chosen from the life and 
annual members of this Association. 
Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect immediately. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE L. 


NAME AND OBJECT. 


This Corporation shall be known as “THe New York 
OpxTHaLmic Hosprrat..” 

The object of the Hospital shall be to give gratuitous 
advice, medicines and treatment to those who are afflicted 
with diseases of the Eye and Ear, and are unable to procure 
the services of a physician or surgeon. 


ARTICLE IL. 


CLASSIFICATION AND ELECTION. 


At the monthly meeting of the Board of Directors to be 
held in May, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, the Trustees 
then in office shall divide themselves by lot, into three 
classes, of which one class shall consist of six Directors 
whose term of office shall expire on the first day of January, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-five ; and another shall consist 
of six Directors whose term of office shall expire on the first 
day of January, eighteen hundred and seventy-eight ; and 
the third shall consist of five Directors whose term of office 
shall expire on the first day of January, eiphteen hundred 
and eighty-one. 

And at the monthly meeting in each December next pre- 
ceding the expiration of the term of office of any class of 
Directors (whether so allotted or hereafter elected), their 
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successors shall be elected by the Board of Directors for a 
full term of nine years. 


ARTICLE III. 


OFFICERS. 


At the first regular meeting of the Board of Directors in 
each year, there shall be chosen, by ballot, from among their 
number, a President, Vice-President, Treasurer, and Secre- 
tary, who shall hold office until their successors are elected- 
A majority of all the votes given shall be necessary for 


election. 


ARTICLE IV. 


VACANCIES. 


Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the Board, the Diree- 
tors may, at a regular monthly meeting, elect, by ballot, 
another Director from among the members, to fill said 
vacancy for the remainder of the term of office of the class 
in which the vacancy shall have occurred. 


ARTICLE V. 


MEMBERS. 


Any person who shall pay One Hundred Dollars or up- 
wards to the Treasurer shall become a Member, and, as such, 
shall be eligible to the office of Director. 


ARTICLE VI. 


DUTIES OF THE PRESIDENT. 


The President shall preside at all meetings of the Board of 
Directors, and enforce a due observance of the By-Laws and 
Rules of Order. He shall appoint all Committees not other- 
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wise provided for; inspect and announce the result of all 
ballots or other votes, and convene special meetings of the 
Board, whenever, in his opinion, the interests of the Hospital 
require it, or on a request, in writing, signed by any five Di- 
rectors. 

In case of a vacancy in the office of President, or during 
his absence from any meeting, ihe Vice-President shall per- 
form his duties, and in case of the absence of both of these 
officers, the Directors present at a meeting shall appoint one 
of their number to preside at such meeting. If a vacancy 
shall occur in the office of President, Vice-President, Treas- 
urer, or Secretary, it may be filled by ballot, whenever a ma- 
jority of the Board shall determine. 


ARTICLE VII. 
DUTIES OF THE TREASURER. 


The Treasurer shall have the custody of all the funds, 
together with all the papers and documents relating to the 
property of the Hospital. 

He shall keep, in a book, a clear account of his transac- 
tions as Treasurer ; he shall pay all bills for current expenses, 
when, and not until, properly audited and approved by the 
Finance Committee ; and his books shall always be open to 
the inspection of the Finance Committee. He may, with the 
consent of the Board, employ a person to collect the annual 
subscriptions and cther debts due the Hospital. 

It shall be his duty to lay before the Board of Directors, 


at every monthly meeting, a detailed account of all moneys 
received and paid out by him during tha previous month. 
Before entering upon his duties, he shall give a bond to 


the President for the faithful performance thereof in such 
form and penalty as shall be ayproved by the Board. 
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ARTICLE VIII. 
DUTIES OF THE SECRETARY. 


The Secretary shall attend all stated and special meetings 
of the Board of Directors, and record the proceedings thereof 
in a book provided for that purpose. 

He shall notify each of the Directors of the time and place 
of the meeting of the Board, on a duy preceding the one on 
which said meeting is to be held. 

Immediately after the election of the Directors, Surgeons, 
and other officers, he shall notify, in writing, the person or 
persons so elected. 

He shall cause all reports of the Treasurer and Surgeons, 
or other papers so ordered by the Board of Directors, to be 
entered in full upon the minutes. 

He shall have and safely keep the Seal of the Corporation 
ip his possession, and, at the end of his term of office, render 
it, with all the documents, papers, and other properties in 
his possession, belonging to the Hospital, to his successor 


in office. 


ARTICLE IX. 


POWERS OF THE DIRECTORS. 


A meeting of the Directors shall be held at the Hospital on 
the second Monday in every month, from October to March 
inclusive, at seven and a-half o’clock Pp. M., and from April to 
September inclusive, at eight o’clock p. m. Seven Directors 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of any business 
except the purchase or sale or leasing of Real Estate and the 
election of Directors or Surgeons, for which purposes the 
presence of a majority or the Board shall be necessary. 
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The Board shall elect, by ballot, the Consulting Surgeons, 
the Surgeons, the Resident Surgeon, the Apothecary, and the 
Matron of the Hospital, who shall hold office during the 
pleasure of the Board. No person shall be elected Surgeon 
or Resident Surgeon unless he shall have been nominated at 
a previous regular meeting. 

The Board of Directors are fully authorized and empowered 
to adopt such rules and regulations for the management of 
the Hospital as shall be deemed expedient, and to amend or 
annul the same. 


ARTICLE X. 


VISITING COMMITTEE. 


At the first meeting of the Board of Directors in each year, 
there shall be appointed by the President a Visiting Com- 


mittee, for each month of the year, to consist of two mem- 
bers, the committees to serve in rotation. 

The Board of Directors shall be so allotted to duty that 
each Director shall have a specified month in each year, 
during which he or his colleague shall visit the Hospital, and 
see that the patients are regularly prescribed for and attend- 
ed to, and that the Surgeons, Resident Surgeon, Apothecary 
and other employés attend faithfully to their duties; shall 
suggest improvements and make requisitions on the Finance 
Committee for all articles needed for the Hospital ; and re- 
port in writing, to the Board, the result of their observations, 
at the next regular monthly meeting following the close of 
their term of duty. 
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ARTICLE 


FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


At the first meeting of the Board of Directors in each year, 
the President shall appoint a Finance Committee, consisting 
of three Directors, who shall attend to insuring the property 
of the Hospital, and shall audit all claims against the institu- 
tion ; they shall have the general care and direction of the 
Hospital, and, with the co-operation of the Surgeons, shall 
give such orders and establish such rules as they may think 
proper, provided such rules be not inconsistent with any of 
these By-Laws. 

They shall make provision for articles needed for the Hos- 
pital. 

They shall make an annual examination of, and report 
upon, the Treasurer’s accounts. 

When patients are able to pay for their board, the Finance 
Committee shall fix the terms of their admission. They shall 
render a full report of their action at each monthly meeting. 

The Finance Committee may suspend the Apothecary or 
any of the employés, reporting their action at the next regu- 
lar meeting; and may appoint a substitute, subject to the 
pleasure of the Directors. 


ARTICLE XII. 


OF THE SURGEONS. 


The Surgeons shall attend gratuitously at the Hospital 
daily to prescribe for all patients. 

They shall enter in a book provided for that purpose the 
name, nativity, age and occupation of each patient, the date 
of his or her entry, and the name of the disease. 
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They shall organize into a Board of Surgeons, of which 
the Consulting Surgeons shall be members, but without the 
privilege of voting; and they shall, each month, elect one of 
their number Executive Officer for the ensuing month, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Directors. 

The Board of Surgeons may make requisitions for such 
articles as, in their opinion, are needed for the Hospital from 
time to time, and the Executive Officer shall endorse such 
requisitions to the Visiting Committee. 

The Executive Officer shall submit his monthly report to 
the Board of Surgeons before presenting it to the Board of 
Directors ; and he shall transmit to the Board of Directors 
all resolutions, reports and memorials which the Board of 
Surgeons may at any time require him to transmit. 

At the monthly meeting in October, the Board of Surgeons 
shall report in full to the Directors, the general state of the 
Hospital and a history of its operations during the preced- 
ing year, a table of the cliseases of the patients treated and 
the results as far as can be ascertained, with such facts and 
suggestions as they may deem advisable. 

The Board of Surgeons shall constitute a faculty of in- 
struction, and shall deliver such clinical and other lectures as 
they may deem necessary for the instruction of students. 

They shall examine candidates for the Diploma of the 
Hospital, which shall be conferred by the Directors and 
Surgeons, jointly, upon the unanimous written recommenda- 
tion of the Surgeons. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


OF THE EXECUTIVE OFFICER. 


The Executive Officer of the Surgeons shall visit the Hos- 
pital daily ; direct the disposition of patients received into 
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wards ; receive money from patients for board, and account 
for the same to the Finance Committee ; issue weekly cer- 
tificates of board to the Matron, which shall be used by her 
as vouchers in her accounts with the Finance Committee. 

He shall see that the Hospital is kept in proper order and 
neatness, and that the food for the patients is properly pre- 
pared. He shall appoint and have control of the Nurses, and 
suspend or remove the same upon emergency, or upon the 
demand of an attending Surgeon, for specified neglect or 
misconduct ; and shall report his action to the Board of Di- 
rectors, and obey their instructions. 

He shall endorse to the Visiting Committee, with such 
recommendations as he shall think proper, requisitions for 
instruments, medicines, books, or other articles, made by the 
Board of Surgeons, or by any attending Surgeon. 

He shall, at the close of his term of service, report to the 
Board of Directors the general condition of the Hospital, 
and the performance of his duties, and shall present any com- 
munication which the Board of Surgeons may direct him to 
submit to the Board. 


ARTICLE XIV. 
ASSISTANT SURGEONS. 


Assistant Surgeons may be appointed by the Directors 


upon the unanimous written recommendation of the Surgeons. 
They shall assist the Surgeons at the clinics and operations, 
and as may be required by the Surgeons. 


ARTICLE XV. 
OF THE RESIDENT SURGEON. 


The Resident Surgeon shall be elected by ballot by the 
Directors, upon the unanimous written recommendation of 
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the Surgeons, and shall hold office during the pleasure of the 
Board. He shall have a room in the Hospital and shall re- 
side therein. He shall attend and assist the Surgeuns during 
the hours of clinic. He shall accompany the Surgeons in 
their visits to patients in the wards, record their orders as 
they may direct him to do, and see that the orders of the 
Surgeons respecting treatment, diet and regimen, are faith- 
fully carried out. In the absence of the Surgeons, and espe- 
cially at night, he shall attend to the wants of the patients. 
He shall be immediately responsible to and shall assist the 
Surgeons. He shall immediately report to the Executive 
Officer any neglect, misconduct or insubordination on the part 
of the Apothecary, Nurses, or other employés of the Hospital. 

Under the supervision and direction of the Surgeons, he 
shall keep the clinical record of the Hospital wards. He 
shall have charge of and keep in proper order the books and 
instruments belonging to the Hospital. 


ARTICLE XVI. 
OF THE APOTHECARY. 


The Apothecary shall put up and deliver only such medi- 
cines as are prescribed by the Surgeons or the Resident Sur- 
geon on the prescription slips. 

He shall always be in attendance during the hours the Sur- 
geons are on duty, and until all patients are provided with 
medicines. 

He shall have charge of the shop and its contents ; keep it 
clean and in perfect order. 

He shall not make any purchase for the Hospital, nor in- 
cur any liability for the Board of Directors. 

He shall comply with all instructions given by the Sur- 
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geons and Resident Surgeon, and shall receive such salary as 
may be determined by the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE XVII. 


OF THE JANITOR. 


The Janitor shall be appointed by the Board. He shall 
have the general care of the building, shall keep it clean and 
in order ; shall attend to the accommodation of the patients, 
under the direction of the Surgeons, and perform such other 
du ties as may be required of him. 


ARTICLE XVITE. 
ALTERATIONS AND AMENDMENTS. 


These By-Laws may be amended or annulled, at any 


monthly meeting of the Board of Directors, by the vote of 
two-thirds of the members present, provided the motion to 
amend or annul has been submitted at a previous monthly 
meeting of the Board; and the Secretary shall state, in his 
notice to the members of the Board, that the proposed 
change of the By-Laws will be considered.

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RULES OF ORDER. 


ARTICLE L 


The President shall dacide questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Board. The question on the appeal shall 
be put without debate. 


ARTICLE 2. 

Every member, previous to his speaking, shall rise from 
his seat and address himself to the President ; and when two 
or more members shall rise at once, the President shall name 
the member who is first to speak. 

ARTICLE 3. 


No person shall speak more than twice to the same ques- 
tion without leave of the Board, nor more than once until 
every member, choosing to speak, shall have spoken. 


ARTICLE 4. 


A member called to order shall immediately sit down, and 
the Board, if appealed to, shall decide the case. 


ARTICLE 5. 
All Committees shall submit their reports in writing. 


ARTICLE 6. 


No member shall absent himself from the meeting without 


permission from the President.
